THE SOLDIERS HAD just finished 
theii eveniag meal:' a handful of rice 
and slivers of dried fish. It had been d>e 
same for weeks, but Tsing Honshi didn't 
mind on that account. He was used to 
simple fare. However, he was still i^tie 
hungiy. 

But Tsing Honshi was like the other 
"volunteers" io his regiment. Vtiucver 
gripes tbey bad they kept guardedly lo 
ihemselTes, for complaints of any kind 
were "crimes against the state" or "in- 
spiced by pro-American propaganda". He 
didn't understand that, but tbere were 
many things he didn't understand. 

He didn't understand why be had been 
taken from his father's dny rice paddy 
in Soutfaeto China and put into uniform.

There would be an 
attack in the morning, he decided. Tsiog's 
battalion would lead it off, and die whis- 
key was intended n> bolster their courage. 

And it was needed badly, for the sol- 
diers were long since sick of the fighting. 
Most of ihem felt as Tsing did, that the 
Americans would never be driven from

The soldiers around him were already 
drunk, and he thought it wise to join them. 
His thoughts were disturbing. Better 
to drink and forget what couldn't be 
helped. For tomorrow he might die... 

He had no idea how long he had slept. 
Dawn was already rising on the bleak 
Korean hills, and on all sides was the 
thunder of big guns. Now the officers 
were dashing about with pistols in their 
bands , screaming for everyone to get 
ready. They were going to attack in five 
minutes. 

, Tsing was instantly awake, diough still 
groggy from ihe whiskey. He gripped bis 
rifle tighdy in hts half-frozen fist, and 
looked into ifae eyes of bis comrades. 
Everywhere be read the same dull stupid- 
ity, misery and fear.

Many were feigning death, though 
they risked a bullet in die head from an 
officer if found out. How could men fight, 
if they feared their own officers as much 
,ns the enemy? 

Mortar shells exploded like, strings of 
firecrackers among them. Only fear 
carried Tsing forward now, for he knew 
that if he took one backward step be 
would be cut down mercilessly by one 
of his superiors.
